ACCUSES MADDEN. 

^ From Washington comes a startling story to the 
effect that the father ot jockey Cochran is abont to 
prefer charges of the gravest natnre against John 
E. Madden, the most prominent and the most sne- 
cessfnl trainer of race horses in America. Coch- 
• ran’s father, it seems, was asked to keep away 
from the Morris Park fall meeting by the stewards, 
and, it is said, that he was requested to absent 
himself from the Hennings track — in both instances 
presnmably because tne stewards deemed it in- 
advisable for him to have any communication with 
his eon during the racing hours. The stewards 
might reasonably have clone this and still harbor 
no suspicion of wrongdoing by him. More than 
once it has been alleged that the father has been 
indiscreet enough to order the boy to ride his 
mount contrary to the instrnctions is'^ued by the 
trainer or owner of the horse, who aione bad 
the right to issue such orders. More than a 
year ago John McCafferty declined the ser- 
vices of the boy, then under contract to him, 
and tlie reason for this strange action as 
alleged at the time was the interference of the 
father. Then it will bo remembered that at the 
Morris Park fall meeting Mr. Madden, as the man- 
ager of the Whitney stable, stood Cochran on the 
ground and put Redfern up on Slipthrift. With 
Redfern up the horse ran a good race, whereas, in 
previous races, with Cochran in the saddle, he had 
been beaten badly in poorer company. The change 
in the horse’s form no less than the reflection on 
Cochran, the Whitney jockey, in standing him 
on the ground, was responsible for a lot of 
gossip. So far as Cochran was concerned, Mr. 
Madden would say nothing further than that the 
boy was not strong enough to ride the horse, and 
that he put Redfern up simply because he believed 
him to be the better rider. The explanation was 
reas'^nable, as well as plamsible, and was accepted 
at the tiiffe. but that there was a raging tempest 
below the service of Mr, Madden’s action is made 
clear by the admissions and the charges now made 
by Cochran’s father. If the Morris Park stewards 
requested Mr. Cochran to absent himself from the 
course, they must have had what they believed 
good and sufficient reason for doing so. 

As the story runs, Co^'bran now claims that his 
boy was put up on Slipthrift and other Whitney 
and Madden horses "when they were to be beaten” 
— which might mean a multipb'city of things. 

h The boy might be put up, for instance, when 
would indicate that he did not have a 
chance of winning, and he might be so put 



up without the slightest suggestion of trick- 
ery or wrongdoing. But Madden comas to a 
race which ha thinks one of his horses can win pro- 
vided he has the services of a better jockey than 
Cochran, and ha engages the superior boy and wins 
a race. Nothing wrong abont that, surely. Owners 
and trainers and bettors in calculating the chances 
of a horse always take the skill of the jockeys into 
consideration. That is why Redfern has an 
army of followers while Cochran is practi- 
cally friendless. Thus far Cochran’s story 
has got no further than the newspaper stage, 
but ha is quoted directly and ha evidently is pre- 
pared to submit his charges to the stewards of 
The Jockey Club. It is doubtful, however, if the 
charges ever will be presented to The Jockey Club. 
The stewards probably ceusidered the case fully 
when they acted at Morris Park. If, at that 
time, they could find no evidence other than 
that which influenced them to deny the priv- 
ileges of the course to Cochran it is difficult to see 
how they could fled such evidence at this lata day. 
The charges, in fact, amount to no more than alle- 
gations, for proof of which the father must rely on 
the son, and the stewards undoubtedly would re- 
gard it as a foregone conclusion that the boy would 
support his father. If the elder Cochran hopes 
to substantiate his allegations against Madden 
he must produce in corroboration evidence other 
than that which can be furnished by his 
son, and this it is not likely he can do. The story 
is one that will create no end of goisip in turf cir- 
cles; but when everything has been said and done 
it probably will be found that its finish, like its be- 
ginning, will be gossip. The elder Cochran, cha- 
grined at the loss of his boy’s engagement with the 
Whitney stable and his poor form in the saddle, 
will cool off by and by and the incident will be 
closed. 

John Madden is a strong, unique figure on the 
turf. His career in racing has been one unbroken 
line of successful exploits in the breeding, develop- 
ment, conditioning and placing of thoroughbreds. 
It would be difficult to tell iu what department of 
the sport he excels. His skill and success in all of 
them is snrpHSsing greet, nneqnaled in the history of 
the American turf. Never before M adden’s time have 
we had a man who at one and the same time com- 
manded success as a breeder, a trainer and a man- 
ager. In him are combined the qualities which go to 
make sncc<''Bs in each and all of these important de- 
partments and which never befiire have been united 
in one individual. Norishissucceisconfinad to the 
br» eding. development and training of *he thorough- 
bred. To a singular extent ha enjoys the favor and 



the confidence of the man who control the destinies 
of racing. Large as his own breeding and racing 
interests are, he has found time to direct the affairs 
of the Whitney and other prominent stables. With 
the patronage, the support and friendship of such 
man as William C. Whitney and Frank R. Hitch- 
cock, charges such as those preferred by Cochran 
need to bo substantiated before they will be ac- 
cepted as fact, and of their substantiation there 
does not seem to be — in fact, is not — so much as the 
shadow of a chance, — The Evening San. 

G08SIF OF THE TURF. 

If the present meeting at the Fair Grounds, New 
Orleans, La., comas up to the expectations of the 
management, and there is every reason to believe 
that it will, it is likely that another track will 
be purchased by the Crescent City Jockey Club, 
says the New Orleans Picayune. Negotiations 
have been entered into between the Buffalo Racing 
Association and President Bush, looking toward 
the purchase of the Kenilworth Park track at Buf- 
falo, N. Y. The plant at Kenilworth Park is one of 
the best in the country, and with proper manage- 
ment it looks as if racing there would pay. Last 
fall, under very adverse conditions, the meeting, all 
things considered, was a good one, although it was 
not a success financially. It opened up with a 
small attendance, but as the meeting progressed 
the crowds kept increasing. On a conple of days 
there ware fully 7,000 people present. Batting was 
good, and the game kept growing in favor. All 
this improvement came under vary lax manage- 
ment, too. With President Bush and Secretary 
Clark at the head of affairs, Kenilworth Park would 
have a vary bright future. It is to be hoped, for 
the good of racing around Buffalo, that the negotia- 
tions now pending will be carried out and that the 
transfer will be made. 

J. Wambgans of Algiers, who recently fall into a 
small fortune, has decided to become a horse owner 
and follow the racing game. He intends to pur- 
chase several horses and recently bought, at New 
Orleans, the two-year-old colt Handspinnar from 
“Doc” Streett for $2,500. Handspinner started his 
racing career in the colors of Jamas R. Keene and 
was turned over to Streett to race in the west. | 
Streett took him to St. Louis and won several races 
with him before going to New Orleans. This horse 
is more than likely to develop into a good class 
three-year-old and should maks a good nucleus 
from which to build up a good stable. J. Coombs 
will train him as well as the others which Mr. 
Wambgans will purchase. 



WHOLESOME DISCIPLINE. 

For bad behavior, negligence and all the other be- 
setting ills of jockeys there is no reasedy known to 
the pharmacopoeia of the turf that can begin to 
equal a dose ef suspension. It is a cureall in the 
best sense of the word. If the jockey is inclined to 
walk in the way that is not straight and narrow it 
simply eliminates hiss from the racing plan ; if he 
is fractions ha becomes as gentle as a lamb ; if he is 
impudent be becomes meek and respectful. Sus- 
pension is indeed an unrivalled remedy. It is as 
efficacious with the fashionable jockey as with the 
hnmble stable boy. .Abont two months ago BuIIman 
and Burns were cutting a wide swath. They were 
in the employ of August Belmont and W. C. Whit- 
ney respectively, and with such powerful patrons 
they seemed to think that the earth and the ful- 
ness thereof was theirs. Just at that time 
something happened. The stewards of The 
Jockey Club met and thought that a dose 
of snspenfaion would be abont the proper 
thing. Instantly Burns and Bullman passed from 
view, and althongh it may have seemed strange to 
them there was none to monrn their passing. Now 
they are on the penitent bench. They have applied 
to the Jockey Club, not for a license but for a de- 
gree of restoratien which will permit them to ride 
in California. What action the stewards will take 
is problematical, although if Burns and Bullman 
were guilty of no offense more serious 

than that of bad behavier at the post 
it would seem that they had paid a 

heavy penalty— the heaviest ever visited by The 
Jockey Club for a similar offense. Indeed, in the 
minds of a great many racegoers the punish- 
ment outweighed the crime so greatly that they 
were constrained to believe the jockers guilty of 
some offense graver than that of disobeying the 
starter. It will be remembered, however, that at 
the time these boys were suspended there was 
much trouble at the starting post and the stewards 
announced their intention of remedying it. Evi- 
dently they believed that suspension would 
prove to be the most potent remedy, and in 
striking they preferred to aim at shining marks. 
Burns and Bullman had been prominent factors in 
the starting difficulties, and the stewards, marking 
them for fair game, brought them down. Now the 
beys are on the penitent bench and their friends 
are hopeful that they will bo permitted to ride on 
the coast. It is significant of Burns’ innocence of 
wrongdoing, other than kis offense of breaking up 
starts, that almo-<t immediately after his suspen- 
sion Mr. Whitney renewed his contract with him— a 
step which would never have been taken if there 
had been any question of the boy’s honesty.— The 
Evening Sun, 
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
